DISCONTENTED EUROPE. 
od 


Given a fit of dyspepsia, and even 
an angelic temper losea some of its 
cherubic charm. It not merely re- 
cognises that wants are wants, it 
makes them demands; little annoy- 
ances are no longer laughed away, 
they become wrongs to rage over, 
and the success of one’s best friend, 
instead of being a subject for sym- 
pathetic congratulation, is a source of 
envy, while any contretemps hap- 
ening to a rival or an enemy is 
bailed with glee Europe is dyspeptic 
just now. We speak of Continental 
jurope. Great Britain is getting 
so much exercise at the moment 
that indigestion is next to impos- 
sible. nd a hearty meal will 
probably be enjoyed when the task 
is over and the labour done. It 
is not one cause alone which has 
brought about this result, for, though 
there is one pretty general symptom 
of it, Anglophobia, we have to look 
in various places for its sources. 
Turning first to Germany, it might 
be thought that, as she is growing 
proportionately richer than any other 
State, she should be well content. 
Tt was her representative who, at 
the Peace Conference, threw ridioule 
upon the peace proposals. Germany 
was thriving on militarism, and 
waxing fab in the manufacture of 
cannon fodder. Militarism « burden? 
Ridiculous And yet Germany is 
not content. At home she grows 
and grows. Her cradles are full, her 
schools overflowing, her soldiers with- 
out count. Bud for every soldier 
there is # socialist, and much as the 
Emperor loves the one, he hates the 
other. Some of his loyal subjects 
have on more than one occasion 
thwarted his dearest wishes, and 
they bitterly resented his visit to 
England, There have indeed of late 
been two strongly clashing opinions 
in the Fatherland—that of the Gov- 
ernment, which is cool, collected, and 
calculated, and that of the people and 
the Press, which is dyspeptic. The 
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latter sees in England an enemy 
against whom the Boers are fighting 
German battles. The old friend who 
erstwhile stood by their side now 
stands in their ‘way. Therefore, 
away with him. In their jaundiced 
eyes the mere fact of the British 
Empire’s existence seems to be ob- 
noxious. It prevents German expan- 
sion, a new but rankling cause of dis- 
satisfaction. We are really sorry, 
but it is not the eustom of old pro- 
prictors tg turn out at the mere 
bidding of prospectors. 

Russia has much the same class of 
complaint. We got into markets 
before she was awake. Now that she 
has rubbed some of the drowsiness of 
the ages from her eyes, we receive 
notice to vacate our stalls, close our 
shops, shut up our godowns, turn our 
mercantile marine into excursion 
steamers, and our manufactories into 
printing establishments for the publi- 
cation ofpeace propaganda. Thesimpli- 
city of the request is its great charm, 
and the little petulant outbreaks 
when we venture to refuse are so 
childlike thst Dame Nature herself 
would express pleasure thereat, 
But there are other causes for dis- 
content in Russia. Famine and 
disease have wrought and are work- 
ing havoc in some districts: there is 
a pressing need for money ; fraud is 
rampant; the Siberian Railway bas 
bled the state almost white, and now 
has largely to be reconstructed at 
double the expense : Nihilism is still 
in biding, and the German, already in 
Asia Minor and Biaochou, is likely 
soon to be basking on the sands of 
the Persian Gulf Hence the diplo- 
matic dispatch of troops; hence the 
loan to Persia. Her staunch and firm 
ally is naturally in tantrums. That is 
perhaps only what we should expect 
when the German is angry and the 
Russian eulks. But unlike these, 
France bas good reason for discon- 
tent. She is not merely dyspeptic 
but ill, dangerously ill, feverish, at 
times almost delirious. So far 
as the causes can be known the 
world knows them, but the most 
experienced of political doctors are 
unable to name = remedy—unless 
it be blood-letting. A recent writer 
says of the French: “They are 
thirsting for more glory, more excite- 
ment, More ‘ position’ ‘amongst the 
nations of the world. They are 
afraid of war, yet hungry for war, 
and would risk almost anything if 
they could only be sure of striking 
some grand coup which would live 
in history and increase the world’s 
perception that the French are a 
great people.” This was penned be- 
fore the crisis of the Dreyfus case and 
before Fashoda, yet however true it 
may be in part, it is but true (if we 
road French character aright) of a; 
passing condition. It is not the real 
nce that is so outlined, but the 
noisy self-seeker, the political priest, 
and the horde of hungry ad- 











yenturers which throng the doorsteps 
of every French Government. At 
heart, the French remain a noble, 
a heroic race. They have reason 
to regret that théy are not adding 
tu their numbers. Yet they might 
with much benefit to the State 
expatriate a good many Parisian 
mischief-makers. “More babies and 
fewer boasters” would be an ad- 
mirable French motto for the new 
century. 

‘As for Austria, Emperor, King, 
Lords, Constitution, Commons, and all 
are seething with discontent. What 
the German has, the Czech wants. 
What the Magyar requires, the 
Austrian will not grant. Every State 
fights for its own hand; all are 
Ishmaels that are not Isaacs. And 
yet there is promise for Austria. 
Has she not begun the introduction 
of Liberal ideas? Are not these 
part and parcel of the manufacture? 
discontent? She must be left to 
work out her own salvation and it is 
historically interesting to note how 
readily nations do this when they 
have been sufficiently excommuni- 
cated. Italy has for the moment a 
strange cause of dissatisfaction. She 
alone of the Great Powers has found 
those amongst her children who have 
actually discussed the duty of offer- 
ing aid to England in the present 
war should it be wanted! It is 
hardly necessary to say that though 
such suggestions may come from 
Rome they are not of Rome. Next 
to the secular power of the Italian 
kingdom there is no dearer enemy to 
the heart of the Catholic Church 
than unfortunate Great Britain, 
whose Catholic sons are condemned 
for their protestations and held up to 
the scorn of the Roman world as 
boing “Englishmen first and Roman- 
ists afterward.” "Tis true they are. 
We believe them to be so, just as 
their forefathers were when the In- 
vincible Armada came up the Chan- 
nel. But it is remarkable that, at 
the moment, Italy, which has cer- 
tainly suffered the most serious trials 
of recent years, is to all outward ap- 
pearance the least perturbed. She 
is fast improving, she knows it, 
and has hope for better things, 
as we have for her. 

Even the minor States are not alto- 
gether happy. Holland has made a 
grievance out of the South African 
war ; Belgium has two already made, 
Ultramontanism, and an unsatisfac- 
tory industrial position; the Scandi- 
navians have quarrelled with them- 
selves and with Home Rule; the 
Balkan States are merely quiescent. 
Denmark, gallant little Denmark, is 
heart and soul with England, and is 
watching with earnest attention the 
course of events. Where the cure for 
the “ mind diseased ” is to come from 
isnot yet clear, the only certainty 
seeming to be that the malady will 
have to get worse before it can get 
better.

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THE TELEPHONE IN 
SHANGHAI 
I6th Feb, 

We cannot help still thinking that, 
as we remarked when discussing the 
question before, most people here 
who use the telephone much must 
consider that the China and Japan 
Telephone Company has been hardly 
dealt with; on the other kand, we must 
suppose that after the Ratepayers 
passed Resolution IV on the 17th of 
October last, the Council felt that 
they must settle with one of the two 
local Companies, or have the burden 
thrust upon them of establishing a 
municipal service. We fancy how- 
ever, that ratepayers who use the 
telephone here would willingly have 
condoned the Council's stretching a 
point if necessary to come to an 
arrangement with the China and 
Japan Company, if by so doing they 
could avoid Tavng to go without the 
telephone altogether for some months, 
as will apparently be now our fate. 

A municipal notification published 
yesterday morning under the heading 
of “Telephone Service” says : “ Notice 
is hereby given that the Council has 
decided to enter into an agreement 
with the Shanghai Mutual Telephone 
Co. Ld., for the establishment and 
working of a local service.” The 
Couneil, we gather from this, has not 
as yet entered into any agreement 
with the Shanghai Mutual Tele- 
phone Company, and the Council’s 
Minutes published this morning tell 
us that “it is decided that, subject 
to the agreement of the Shanghai 
Mutual Telephone Company to cer- 
tain conditions, their tender shall be 
accepted.” The correspondence pub- 
lished this morning extends to the 
9th ‘instant, and does not include 
any ‘final acceptance by the Com- 
pany of the Council’s terms; but as 
the Council have notified the ‘public 
that they are going to enter. into ‘an 
agréement,’ apparently with or with: 
out cofiditions, the omission we have 
just meéntionied is immaterial. 

The correspondence printed this 
morning is between two'‘parties, the 
Council'and the Company ; but there 
is a third party very closely interest- 
ed'in the matter, the Public; and, as 
we saw at the last Ratepayers’ Meet- 
ing, the Council has a pretty hard 
task before it when it tries to gauge 
and tepresent the shifting opinions 
of the Public. On behalf of the 
Public, however, but with no con- 
viction that we are adequately re- 
presenting its opinion, we propose 
to examine the correspondence which 
is to result in an agreement. In 
the first place, we can quite under- 
stand that the Council is not bound 
to take any official cognisance of the 

rospectus of the Shanghai Mutual 
Company; but the Public, to whom 
ib was addressed, has @' distinct right 


to consider it by the side of the 
Company's present proposals. The 
first thing that strikes us, and a very 
material point it is, is that the pros- 
pectus says: “It is proposed to 
charge Fifty Taels per annum for 
Business Telephones and Forty Taels 
per annum for Private: ‘Tele- 
phones, irrespective of distance from 
the Exchange.” Shareholders were 
to have sundry deductions so that 
the cost to holders of four shares 
(costing Tls. 200) was to be Tis. 40 
for Business and Tis. 32 for Private 
Telephones. It was the general 
opinion of experts here who saw the 
prospectus that these terms were as 
mnpossible as they were inviting, 
and accordingly we find them very 
materially modified in the Company's 
letter of the 8rd of February. Here 
if is said that -— 

1,—Seeing that the Council regard it as 
essential in the interest of the public that.a 
maxitnum rate beagreed upon, the Company 
is willing to guarantee such a rate for 2 
period of ten years, to date from the com- 
mencement of the ‘working of the public 
telephone service, the annual subscription 
tobe charged not to exceed us follows :— 

When the Company’s subscribers number 


300 oF less Tis, 70 
When they number from 
300 to400 ,, yy 65 
400 to 500 4, 4, 60 
500 to 600 3, 4, 55 
600 to700&over,, 50 


It should be added that in their 
letter of the 23rd of January the 
Company had repeated that’ it was 
their intention “not to charge more 
than Tis. 50 as annual subscription 
and with permission of the share- 
holders to reduce that after providing 
8 per cent réturn’ on the capital.” 
But they decline to bind themselves 
not to charge more than Tis. 50, and 
to make reductions on that. 

The prospectus of the Company 
pointed out that “it will be neces- 
sary from the commencement to 
provide here for a carefully con- 
structed underground © network + of 
pipes capable of receiving as the 
service expands the necessary tele- 
phone cables for some years to come, 
which can probably not be completed 
in much less than twelve months.” 
It was proposed, to avoid inconven- 
ience, to establish a temporary double 
line overhead service, so that the 
Public would get a service in three 
months. One of the critics of this 
prospectus pointed out at the time 
that the estimated expenditure of the 
Company only covered the under- 


‘ound service, and that no provision |

overhead service. 





ground network of pipes” has now 
been thrown overboard altogether. 
Wires are only to be put under- 
ground, and then only if the Muni- 
cipal Engineer insists on it, in streets 
where the aggregate number of 
double overhead wires exceeds one 
hundred, and in any case only within 
the limits of the old so-called British 
Concession. 

We remarked some time ago that 
the statement of this Company that 
it did not ask for a franchise had not 
so very much in it, as this was a 
thing that cuts both ways. Tnis is 
rather mildly pointed out in the 
Couneil’s letter of the 30th of Jan- 
uary; but if the Company falls in 
hereafter with an unsympathetic 
Council it may regret that it did 
not secure a franchise when it had 
the opportunity. As it is, it gets 
off making a cash deposit as security 
for the satisfactoriness of its service, 
and gives instead a lien of ‘Tis. 
10,000 on its property for five years, 
whatever that amounts to. 

Practical people, not being electri- 
cal experts, who have closely examined 
the Company’s figures, are convinced 
that under the terms now in course 
of agreement with the Council the 
Company will be a success, We 
sincerely hope so, for we all want a 
good permanent service, and are 

leased to see it given by a local 
Company making a fair return to its 
shareholders. 

The question has been raised whe- 
ther the Council is authorised to 
make a final agieement with the 
new Company without, reference to 
the Ratepayers. This is a question 
which is not solved by the terms of 
the resolution passed at the last 
Ratepayers’ Meeting ; but we do not 
doubt ‘for a moment that if the 
question is brought up at.the forth- 
coming Ratepayers’ Meeting, the 
Council will be‘amply supported in 
the action they are taking.

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GLIMPSES OF THE PAPERS. 
‘19th Feb. 


Owine partly to the late delivery of 
our papers by the French mail of the 
“12th ult, and partly to the pressure 
on our space, we are obliged to make 
our notice of the mail news this 
morning very brief; The papers are 
full of the war, and the illustrated 
papers are full of more or less ima- 
ginary sketches as well as some 
actual photographs of operations in 
South Africa; even Punch is made 
more melancholy that it often is by 
very badly drawn cartoons, of which 
the war is the subject. So absorbed 
in this topic is everybody at home 
that Mr. Burnand has not time to 
keep out of the columns he edits 
jokes which must have been musty 
when the volume that bears Joe 
Miller’s name was compiled for the 
benefit of his widow. . 

The chronicles of the war that 
reach us by the mail are not very 
pleasant reading, and w+ should be 
melancholy indeed but for the more 
cheering reports that have reached 
us by wire in the last two days. ‘The 
arrival of Lord Roberts on the scene 
has put new life into Lord Methuen's 
force, which was sitting down on the 
Modder, apparently waiting till the 
Boer entrenchments on the other 
side melted away of themselves, Lord 
Roberts and Lord Kitchener come 
on the scene, and the bubble bursts. 
The Boers dissolve away on the 
west and Kimberley is thrown open 
as if it were a transformation scene 
in a pantomime, while on the cast 
the redoubtable Cronje is seen fly- 
ing with his 10,000 veterans towards 
Bloemfontein and the north, leavin; 
his stores and ammunition behind 
him, because the best ox-teams can 
only make about fifteen miles a day. 
There can be very little question 
now that Lord Methuen has not been 
a success. With a splendid reputa- 
tion as a hardworking practical soldier, 
not a carpet-knight by any means, 
but very highly respected by all who 
have worked with and under him, he 
has shown that he could not adapt 
himself to the peculiar problems 
presented by the Boers’ method of 
warfare. It has been denied that 
General Wauchope before he died 
threw blame on Lord Methuen; but 
the letter of a soldier quoted in the 
Evening News says:— 

Major-General Wauchope was our com- 
mander, and was found in the trenches 
with seven wounds. When he fell, he 
said: ‘Rally round, boys, and do your 
duty. This is not’ my order” (referring 
to the way in which we advanced, 
suppose). 

‘he Evening News says:—‘‘It will be 
noticed in the above letter that the last 
words of General Wauchope are given as 
‘This is not my order.’ Whose was the 
order to which he and so many gallant 
men were sacrificed—the order to march 
in close formation to within 200 yards of 
Boer trenches, the existence of which was 
not suspected, and had not beon revealed 
by carelal scouting ? 











“The order was Lord Methuen’s, and 
here are some extracts from soldiers’ 
letters showing the effect of that order : 

“General Lord Methuen addressed us, 
and sympathised with us in the loss we 
had sustained. He ssid:—The advance 
was executed exactly to the time and place 
that IT had given orders for, and we were 
within an ace of carrying the position in a 
short and decisive engagement. Every- 
thing depended on one word. That word 
was ‘Forward.’ A nice speech, continues 
the writer, but why did the brigade ad- 
vance in quarter column formation? It was 
not fighting ; it was simply suicide. Men 
were hung on the wire like crows, and 
were simply riddled with bullets. When 
the enemy opened fire General Wauchope, 
our brave general who was killed, turned 
to us and said: ‘Don't blame me, lads.’ 
We hear that he remonstrated with Lord 
Methuen before we left camp about the 
plans, but Methuen only told him to obey 
orders.” 

“They marched the whole of the High- 
land Brigade into the enemy's hands in 
column without having out skirmishers or 
scouts.” 

“Had we been handled properly the 
result would have been different. Every 
man, and officer too, is heartsick of the 
whole affair. All throwrh cfnpid blunder- 
ing and bad generalshyy we mave lost con- 
fidence.” 

The story which appeared in an 
American paper of Colonel Bloom- 
field Gough, commanding the 9th 
Lancers, having becn sent home by 
Lord Methuen for refusing to obey 
orders, is confirmed by “ Marma- 
duke” in Truth, who say: 

A. case in which a well-known officer has 
obviously been ill-treated will have public 
attention directed uj it in. the near 
future. Colonel — is an exceptionally 
able officer, and a man whose bravory is 
absolutely beyond question. Lord Me- 
thuen ordered Colonel — to charge the 
enemy, an order wnich it was physically 
impossible for him to obey as the horses of 
his men were prostrate. Colonel — re- 
ported to Lord Methuen that this was the 
case, and, being unable to obey the order, 
eventually disobeyed it. The matter was 
reported to Sir Redvers Buller, and Colonel 
— was instructed to return’ to England. 
That he has done. 

‘The ineptitude of the Government 
and the inelasticity of our Generals 
were depressing people at home a 
g deal in the second week of 
january ; but, as the Overland Mail 
says :—“ The true cause of the gloomy 
feelings that settled down upon us 
all last Monday was the conviction 
that so many brave soldiers and such 
a wealth of material should have 
been endangered or sacrificed through 
want of foresight and grasp of condi- 
tions at home, and of capacity on the 
part of those conducting the opera- 
tions in South Africa to realise, and 
accommodate themselves to, the 
novel system of warfare which the 
Boers have so ably invented and 
applied.” 

The following extract is from the 
“Mammon” columns in Truth, and 
is probably trustworthy :— 

Rumours of foreign complications have 
been started in interested quarters, but 
these do not appear worth crediting. 
There is no indication of any continental 
combination against this country, and the 
rumoured advance by Russis on Herat is

shall have no foreign troubles apart from 
some friction concerning the capture of 
vessels carrying euntraband of war,

THE WAR.

Kisertey relieved! There's magic 
in the words, and still it is not 
Kimberley alone that has been re- 
lieved but millions of Anglo-Saxon 
men, women, and children, who, dur- 
ing the past months, with ill-concealed 
anxiety, have hoped almost against 
hope that every day would bring 
the welcome intelligence. It has 
come and it means much. 

In a war in which the combined 
forces cannot number less than 
300,000 men, it scems at first thought 
strange that the relief of a small 
garrison of 2,000 men should mean 
so much, yet it is hardly possible 
to exaggerate fhe importance of 
Roberts's brilliant achievement. 
Not only has he relieved Kimberley 
almost without firing a shot or losing 
aman, but he has so mancuvred 
his force as to compel the Boers to 
evacuate their position at Magersfon- 
tein, a posi:iun which skill and labour 
had’ rendered almost impregnable. 








In fact, once Roberts had pushed in a 
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wedge between its defenders and 
their comnuinications with the Free 
State, the Boers had no course 
open to them but retreat—and a 
rapid retreat—or Roberts, who is 
well supplied with cavalry, and: the 
cavalry with a brilliant leader 
in French, might have eut them off 
from the Free State or forced them 
to make a long detour to the west of 
the Vaal River to regain their com- 
munications. it is 
expect to hear that their guns of 
position have been captured, for 
though the magnificent mobility of 
the Boer forces may stand them 
now in good stead, it will be on 
condition that they abandon their 
he rtillery. We remember read- 
ing at the time the war broke out 
that there was a strong feeling 
against artillery on the part of 
the older Boers. They argued that 
the essence of their tactics was 
rapidity of movement, which would 
be hampered, if not entirely des- 
troved, by the presence of artillery. 
‘This is true, but on the other hand the 
Burghers owe much of their success 
to their heavy guns, and having en- 
joyed the advantage of guns of posi- 
tion they must be prepared to accept 
the disadvantages and risks entailed 
by their employment in the field. 

General Cronje with 10,000 men, 
presumably those that formed the in- 
vesting cordon at Kimberley, is said 
to be retreating towards Bloemfontein, 
followed by Kelly-Kenny, who has 
already captured a large portion ‘of 
his transport—a valuable capture, and 
one which will relieve the British 
General of all anxiety as regards 
supply and transport. 

't is difficult to foreshadow the line 
of action the Boers will now adopt. 
Their natural course would be to con- 
centrate as rapidly as possible, but 
if the Boer foree which has been 
covering the siege of Kimberley is 
forced to make a long détowr to the 
west this may not be an casy matter. 
Tt was reported some time ago, from 
Boer sources, that Bloemfontein was 
not defensible, and thatin the event 
of a reverse Winburg had been 
selected as the point at which a 
stand would be made. If this be 
correct we may expect Cronje to fall 
back as slowly as possible, con- 
testing all favourable ground with his 
pursuers in order to allow time for 
the remainder of the force to rejoin 
him, when, should the junction be 
effected, the combined force might 
again bar the British advance on the 
Vet River. 

The Boer successes at Rensburg 
will avail them nothing, and the 
telegram cmanating from French 
sources which states that they are 
trying to cut Lord Roberts's com- 
munications may be dismissed as a 
pure canard. ‘On the contrary, it 
will tax all their resources to regain 
their own communications cut by the 
British advance eastward on Bloem- 





























fontein. It is now clear that Col 
onel Clements was left in command 
ofa smnall fore, simply to keep the 
enemy in that neighbourhood em- 
ployed, and prevent them rendering 
any assistance in the operations 
about Kimberley. The small British 
force has certainly been roughly 
handled by the Boers, but it has the 
consolation in defeat of knowing that 
it has played indirectly no un- 
important part in the general scheme 
of attack. 

What effect Lord Roberts's advance 
will have on the Boer forces in Natal 
it is difficult to even hazard a guess. 
Much must depend on the enemy's 
estimate of the length of time Lady- 


‘smith can hold out, assuming that 


Buller is unable to relieve the gar- 
rison. The reluctance of the Boers 
to relinquish their prey, which they 
have made such sacrifices to secure, 
will be extreme, while on the other 
hand if they remain too long in 
Natal their position may become one 
of great danger. Probably they will 
adopt the middle course—continue 
the siege, oppore Buller, and at the 
same time dispatch every man they 
can possibly spare to reinforce Cronje 
—a course not without danger, and 
one of which Buller will not be slow 
to take advantage. 

Though the war is now carried 
into the enemy's country, it may 
still be a long time, many hard con- 
tested fields may yet have to be won, 
before the Union Jack is run up in 
Pretoria, but when that time does 
come the folly of those who have 
more or less openly rejoiced at our 
reverses will be fully apparent even 
to themselves. This war will do 
more than all the statesmanship in 
the world to bind together the Bri- 
tish Empire for weal or for woe. 
The bonds which have been sealed in 
blood on the fields of Kimberley, 
Ladyamith, Rensburg, and in many 
hard-contested fights can now never 
be broken. And those that love to 
prattle of crushing England will do 
well to remember that crushing 
England now means crushing Aus- 
tralia, Canada, New Zealand, and 
that race, wherever it may be found 
on the globe, that is proud to look 
on the little storm-tossed island in 
the west as its home,

Iv our brief review of the mail papers 
two days ago we had no room to say 
anything about Mr. Balfour's speech 
in defence of the Government, which 
hurt his own friends in the Press very 
much more than his opponents. This 
is only to be expected ; when a man 
makes a slip, his friends feel it much 
more than his enemies, for the latter 
“always expected he would do some- 
thing of the kind.” Nearly all the 
Government organs write in anger as 
much as in sorrow of Mr. Balfour's 
very unsatisfactory excuses, unsatis- 
factory, not so much for what they 
actually say, as for the indication 
they give that Mr. Balfour is too in- 
different to realise the gravity of the 
situation. The Satwrday Review is 
a supporter of the Government, but 
it says in its issue of the 13th ult..— 

It would shock a good many people to 
describe Mr. Balfour as frivolous. Yet on 
this: occasion he seems to have absolutely 
failed to realise the seriousness of the 
charges against the Government, or to 
have risen to the height of the occasion. 
From the manner of his luncheon speech 
at the Manchester Conservative Club, we 
gather that Mr. Balfour regards the adverse 
criticism which is apparently soaking 
through even his philosophy as merely a 
more than usually vigorous exercise of 
party polemics. Ho never made a greator 
mistake in his life. The Government is 
now face to face, not with Her Majesty's 
Opposition, but with the nation, We are 
willing to make every allowance for Mc. 
Balfour's idiosyneracies in the matter of 
transacting the popular side of his duties, 
We know that he very rarely reads the 
newspapers; and that ho never pre- 
pares the wording of his speeches. Kx- 
temporaneous oratory its charm 
and its danger. In a moment of national 
emergency like the present, we aro a little 
impatient of the indolence that will not 
choose, and weigh, and if necessary write 
down, words that are addressed to the 











anxious ears of millions, “ Unanimity is 
worth several army corps "—what can Mr. 
Balfour's best friends, amongst whom we 
reckon ourselves, make of such a phrase as 
that? It means that Parliamentary and 
electoral support is to be bought by 
thousands of lives and millions of pounds, 
‘The unanimous support of the Radical 
party, in and out of Parliament, is not 
worth the fiftioth part of a single army 
corps, not worth the bones of a single 
“gontleman in khaki.” Brutally cynical 
Mr. Balfour is not. The sentence was 
obviously a clumsy attempt to express a 
commonplace idea, namely, that union is 
strength. But as Renan said, Une phrase 
mal agencée répond presque toujours d une 
pensée inezacte,” What really great man 
ever cared a row of pins about unanimity ? 
He proposes what he believes to be right ; 
he carries it if he can ; and if he cannot, ho 
leaves the responsibility to others, 

What the Saturday Review says 
is repeated in different words by any 
number of journals, The only far- 
ther extract we have room for is 
from a letter in the Times of the 
10th ult. signed “Corruptio Optimi 
Pessima.” The writer says:—

reposed in Mr. Balfour by many English- 
men who have no special regard for mere

That the strongest 
administration of modern times, instead of 
risking popularity by attempting to give 
the country a lead during the critical 
months of last summer, preferred to keep 
its ear to the ground ‘listening for some 
indication that should show which way the 
wind was blowing, and that as adequate 
componsation for the heavy loss of life, 
treasure, and prestige alrendy incurred in 
South Attica we onght gratefully to accept 
the consoling fact that the Government 
have at any rato suceseded in manoeuvring 
themselves into a sife position, where, 
intronched behind the disasters latgely due 
to their own timidity and unpreparedness, 
they fecl themselves secured avainst 
attacks, which patriotism for the present 
at least forbids.

Sir,—The position in South Africa is 
much too strained politically, morally, 
and militarily to make it possible for 
people to view it quite philosophically.

Non-professional criticism of military 
tactics is deservedly a subject of ridicule, 
and yet we may wish to learn without 
Josing our character for fairness and sober 
judgment, It is not as a critic but asa 
Atudent that I again crave a little of your 
space for another military conundrum ‘or 
two. 

Wo who are not in the secret cannot 
understand what is going on in Africa in 
military circles at all. Thus, at Ladysmith 
swe have’ desperate position to defend, 
roa, dificult in itself, geatered and part 
ularly open. to attack, and held by a 
garrison barely sufficient to’dofend it, and 
beleaguered by forces three or four times 
its own number. f 

‘The position «is not, only difficult. from 
tho facts T have named, but there must be 
alarge number of sick and wounded and 
helpless people thero to make the strain on 
the garrison still greater and the noed for 
outside succour moré pressing. 

‘Within two days’ march or even less of 
Iadysmith is an English army of 30,000 
men, which for a month past has literally 
done nothing to help it, and has permitted 
the Boers to occupy stronger and stronger 

ositions, to plant guns on them, and to 
fortify themselves, riot beyond, but on its 
own side of the river. 

Presently the Boers (who are obviously 
getting short of provisions and are doubt- 
Tess ‘miuch decimated by dysentory and 
fever, since they have been ‘exposed to a 
bad season with very heavy rain) make a 
determined attack upon the town. For 
this purpose they withdraw -large forces 
from the Tugela and concentrate hearin 8 
murderous assault on our dangerous posi- 
tion, and, as it would seom, very nearly 
sueceed in taking it.

Foman Catholics. ‘The slave was the 
tenant of one of the chieftain’s tars and 
hhad for years fallen short in rent payments. 
Things reached a climax when the chieftain 
seized the slave and barbarously beat him. 
‘One story is that he gouged out the eyes of 
the offender. ‘This may be an exsggeration. 
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At this.point the French priest intervened 
and demanded that the chieftain be severely 
punished. Securely fortified in a strong 
mountain fastness and surrounded by a 
whole army of retainers, he has refused 
every summons to appear and answer for 
himself, He makes a counter accusation 
against the Romanists of killing two of his 
men. The priest demands 1,000 taels and 
8 house on the market near the home of the 
injured man as indemnity for the outrage. 
The prefect told me that the chieftain 
claims absolute power over the person of 
his alave and in this the law of China up- 
holds him. “In fact,” said the Prefect with 
Chinese shrewdness, “ we can no more move 
the law against him for punishing his slave 
than could the English law be invoked 
against the master who had illtreated his 
African slave some years ago. Our law is 
the same as youra was not long ago.”

ATTACK ON GERMAN”ENGINEERS, 
In my last letter I spoke of the disturbed 
state of the country in Kaomihsien, owing 
to the opposition to the new German railway. 
Tt seems that as a result of last week’s out- 
break near Kaomi city one of the ring 
leaders of the trouble was seized by the 
magistrate’s deputies and thrown into pri- 
son. The disaffected element then deter- 
mined to secure the person of tho first 
German they could fall in with in order to 
have a chance to get their leader out of 
custody by an exchange of prisoners, Mr, 
Boyes of the German railway surveying 
‘corps happened to come along en roule to 
Nanliu, a market town fifty 2 southeast of 
this city, where four other German evgin- 
cers were located. He was warned by the 
Kaomi magistrate of the unsettled state of 
the country to the west of Kaomi city, and 
was furnished with an escort, Accordingly 
Mr. Boyes made an early start yesterday 
morning and succeeded in getting through 
the disaffected region without molestation, 
After he had arrived at Nanliu he and his 
companions learned that he had been 
followed by about one hundred Kaomi men 
who were even then at the edge of the 
village. But it said to the credit of the 
Nanliu-ites that they warned the foreigners 
of their danger and secreted them for tho 
night in a school house, Early this morning 
the Kaomi contingent found the where- 
abouts of the Germans, and attacked them 
with intent to kill. The five foreign gentle- 
men together with several Weibsien sol- 
diers (detailed to protect them) returned 
the fire of the mob, killing one Kaomi rioter 
and wounding two others, In the interval 
of the mob’s retreat the foreigners mounted 
their horses and escaped to this city. They 
first came to the premises of the American 
Mission (which is on the road from Nanliu) 
where they were fornished with an im- 
promptu lunch, They went at once to the 
city to apply for protection and redress, 
Of course the resident missionaries will see 
to it that the gentlemen are provided with 
all they need until relief comes. The Wei- 
hsien ‘people deplore the riot and we 
hope there may be no repetition of mob 
violence against the promoters of the rail- 
way. After the attack the Kaomi brigade 
retreated carrying their wounded with them 
but leaving their dead comrade on the 
street.

MR. BALFOUR’S INDISCRETION. 


Mr. Balfour had a long-standing engage- 
ment. to visit his constituents of East 
Manchester on the first three days of this 
week ; but his colleagues in the Cabinot 
murt bo sincerely regretting that they did 
not induce him to postpone his visit to x 
more convenient season. He has brought 
8 veritable hornet’s nest about their ears. 
Our successive checks and reverses in 
South Africs have outwardly been met 
with cheerfulness and determination ; but 
how deep the feeling of disappointment 
and of resentment has been can be judged 
from the tremendous outburst of feeling 
which has followed Mr. Balfour's ill-judgod 
speeches. Even the most partisan of the 
Radical organs have for the most part 
abstained from attacking the Government ; 
but when Mr. Balfour boldly afiems that 
the Government has nothing to apologise 
for, that the War Office is as perfect as 
any human oryanisation could be, that 
the Government could not be expected 
to foresee the difficulties which have con- 
fronted us xny more than “the man 
in the street,” and that we have suffered 
great reverses, but only such as wo 
always do suffer xt the beginning of all 
our wars, it has been a little too much 
for his friends as well as his political 
opponents. Indeed it is by those nows- 
papers which usually support the Govern- 
ment that he has been most violently

THY. NEW CESTURY QUESTION. 

‘The fact that we have ceased to write 
1899 on our varions communications and 
now date them 1900 has brought up tho 
century question again with renewed vigour, 
and one has occasionally to listen to quite 
heated arguments upon the subject. 1 
don't know how the matter will be settled, 
but undoubtedly some of our greatest 
thinkers hold entirely opposite « views. 
The German Emperor, and Lord Kelvin, 
perhaps our greatest scientist, say that 
we entered upon the twentieth cen- 
tury last. Monday; on the other hand, his 
Excellency Sir Chihchen Lofengluh, the 
Chinese Ambassador, holds the contrary 
view, and has written « most able letter to 
the Morning Post in defence of his opinion. 
He says: ‘The twentieth century natural- 
ly begins where the nineteenth century 
Jeaves off. This brings us up to the further 
question, When did the nineteeuth century 
begin ? and finally by working backwards 
we artive at the query, Did the century 
A.D, commence immediately on the con- 
clusion of the first century B.C.? If so 
the first, nineteenth and twentieth cen- 
turies all began or begin on the years 
1, 1801 and 1901 A.D. respectively.” 
Whether this argument will convince the 
learned trio I have mentioned remains to 
be scen. Of course a year cannot be said to 
be a year until it is complete ; but, on the 
other hand, Anno Domini means in the year 
of our Lord, and His first year must un- 
doubtedly have begun with His birth, there- 
fore the year A.D. 0 could not have _be- 
longed tothe century B.C., and unless it is 
decided that it was of no century at all, it 
seems to me that it must have started a 
new century, and so Sir Chihchen has 
supplied his opponents with their strongest 
argument. 

‘THE SEW YEAR'S HONOURS List, 
though short, contains some interesting 
names. Only two ew peers are created, Sir 
Staflurd Northcote, second son of the 
late Lord Iddesleigh, and Sir John Lubbock 
author of the Bank Holiday Act. The 
honour conferred upon Sir Statiord is of 
cours: in consequence of his acceptance of 
the important post of Governor of Bombay. 
Itis, I believe, an interesting fact that thie 
























is the only instance during her Majesty's 
reign where two peerages have been con- 
ferred upon one family, the father of the 
present recipient of the honour having been 
‘created a peer only fifteen years ago. Among 
the knighthoods perhaps the most popular 
will be that of Dr. Lauder Brunton, physi- 
cian to St. Bartholomew's Hospital. Ho 
is a Scotchman, a man of untiring energy 
and vigour, aud one of the most successful 
West End practitioners of the day. 

IN THE DEATH OF SIR JAMES PAGET 
another old “Bart's” man has passed away, 
and that after only a few days’ illness. 
though he had reached the advanced age 
85. Asa surgeon I suppose no man wi 
ever more eminent, his exceptional quali- 
ties being recognised not only in England 
but all over tho Continent. He was Pre- 
sident of the College of Surgeons, Vice: 
Chancellor of London University, corres- 
ponding member of the Institute of France, 
and Hon. M.D. of Dublin, Boon, and 
Wureburg—which at its 300th anniversary 
conferred upon him an honorary degree. In 
addition to this he was Sergeant-Surgeon to 
the Queen and Surgeon to the Prince of 
Wales. Among the profession he was 
always held in the highest regard, and there 
must be many thousandsof his old patients 
still living'who bless his name as they think 
of his wonderful surgical skill. 

AN EXCITING ADVENTURE. 


‘The account of Mr. Winston Churehill’s 
escape from Pretoria would form a 
splendid episode in a boy's book of 
adventure. Asa matter of fact (uccording 
to M. A. P.) the gentleman himself a 
very similar experience during his Harrow 
days, as we read that when for some de- 
linguency he was confined in his room 
under lock and key he, in the dusk of the 
evening, made his way into the town by 
means of the window, and after enjoying 
what the Yankees call ‘ta good time,” re- 
turned to durance vile in the same man- 
ner. On the present occasion he seems to 
have climbed the walls of the States School 
Prison whilst the sentries' backs wereturned 
and walked undisguised through the streets 
and past the pickets of the town guard, 
until he found himself at the Delagoa Bay 
railroad. He hid until a goods train caine 
by; with great difficuity he managed to 
board it and hide himself under some coal 
sacks. ‘This was in the night; at dawn he 
had to leave and spent a day in a small 
wood in company with a vulture “who 
displayed a lively interest in me.” By night 
he walked along the line and through the 
day he hid, as he heard he had been missed 
and was being searched for in all directions. 
‘This went on for four or five days, during 
which time his only food was chocolate, of 
which he seems to have but a poor opinion 
as food for a hungry man. On the sixth day 
he managed to board a train at Middle- 
bury, and although the Boers searched it 
they did not find him—not looking *‘deop 
enough” as he lay under a heap of sacks. 
Eventually ho atrived at Delagoa Bay, 
“very weak, but free.” 

‘The message which he has since sent to 
the Morning Post should, I think, prove 
of great use to the Governmeut if they 
will only act upon it. He says it is 
foolish not to recognise that we are fight- 
ing a formidable aud terrible adversary. 
‘The high qualities of the burghers increase 
ir efficiency. ‘The Government, though 
vilely corrupt, devotes its whole energy to 
military operations. The individual Boer 
mounted, in suitable country, is worth from 
three to five regular soldiers. The only way 
of treating them is either to get men equal 
in character and intelligence as riflemen 
or, failing the individual, huge masses of 
troops.

In the light of present 
information there is. no doubt that the 
first estimate was altogether too low 
but itis likewise evident that their sympa- 
thisors are increasing by leaps and bounds, 
and it seems probable that bofore peace 
and order are finally established we may 
need to send out the «uarter,of a million 
men Mr. Churchill estimates we require.

‘Sin,--T have the honour to inform you 
that on the Lith day of the 10th moon 
(7th November 1899), I received a dis- 
patch from His Excellency Liu, Supei 
Intendent of Southern Trade, saying that 
His Excellency Tang, the ‘Governor of 
Anhwei, wrote to him as follows :— 

“«T learnt that on the 9th day of the 
present moon (4th November) a British 
steamer of the *'Pai-ku” firm (Butterfield 
& Swire) had been robbed near Ank'ing, 
while on her way up river by thieves, and 
that on being detected the thieves became 
infuriated and wounded some sailors, but 
tho thieves were arrested and taken to the 
local authofities at Hankow to be dealt 
with.

“All along the Yangtze river is filled 
with commercial ports and steamers both 
forei and Chinese, that run there are 
very numerous, and they stop at every 
town and mart’ to embark and disembark 
passengers ; the thieves avail of the confu- 
sion on such occasions to mix together in 
the crowd, it became difficult of detection, 
hence the robberies of money, clothing and 
other articles take place. This evil existed 
already for many years, and lately 
increased considerably. ‘The thieves con- 
ceal on their persons firearms and knives, 
their vietims become helpless, and those 
sho see the robbery re afraid of denoune- 
ing; the thieves gain courage and become 
so daring that they are now wounding 
people, if measures are not taken to pre- 
vent the evil how can tranquillity be pro- 
vailed and crime stopped ? 

“The Taotai of Shanghai ought to be 
instructed to inform the China Merchants’ 
Steam Navigation Co. and to write to the 
various Consuls at Shanghai in order to 
notify to all the foreign merchant steamers 
running on the Yangtze river to employ 
over 10 or 20 watchmen in each steamer at 
their own expense, these watchmen to be 
armed and to be under the control of the 
captain of the steamer, to keep watch on 
board, day and night, and to be alert on 
deck ‘at the places of stoppaye, should 
thieves turn up they are to make imm 
diate search and arrest, in case of resist- 
ance to join together and employ for 
so that thieves may be brought to justice 
and put to fear. ‘Those arrested duri 
the voyage ought to be sent to the nearest. 
Taotai’s yamén to be examined in order 
to report for punishment, the captains of 
the steamers are not to be allowed to act 
by themselves and make investigation 
impossible. 

“As the cost of maintenance of such 
watchmen cannot be much, it should be 
defrayed by ench individual steamer, if the 
rate of passage be increased a bit, this 
expense will be contributed by the passen- 
gers and as the steps being for their bene- 
fit, they will be quite glad to contribute. 

‘It is with a view to protection that I 
write this communication for your Excel- 
lency’s perusal and sanction, aitd to favour 
me with a roply.” * 

‘The Superinténdent of Trade continuing 
says, ‘considering that the passenger 
traffic by steamers along the Yangtze is 
very large, consequently difficult to prevent 
thieves from mixing with the passengers to 
commit robberies and become informed 
on discovery, the story as rolated being so 
disgusting, ‘it is necessary to take mea- 
sures for the protection of travellers and 
to prevent against the deeds of depreda- 
tor. Having answered the Governor 
‘Tang, I order the Taotai to communicate 
as soon as possible to the Consuls at 
Shanghai to advise the steamer companies 
and the foreign merchants to employ on 
hoard each steamer over 10 vatehmen to 
keep watch, in case of meeting with sus- 
picious characters to proceed immediately 
with investigation and arrest, and to hand 
same over to the nearest local authorities 
for trial and punishment, the crew of the 
steamers are not to be allowed to act by 
thomselves and render investigation im- 
possible, also to acquaint the China Mer- 
chants’ Steam Navigation Company to do 
the same, und to give me an early reply." 

Having acquainted the China Merchants’ 
Steam Navigation Company the contents 
of the above dispatch and sent my reply 
to the Superintendent of Trade, I write 
now to the honourable Consul-General and 
Senior Consul requesting him to bring 
same before the notice of all the Consuls 
of other Powers to act accordingly.

Still the air was full of the din of war, 
now and ayain another poor unfortunate 
would fall, but the Boers were grulually 
losing ground, At last, as darkness set in 
and noresponse could be got to our guns, we 
bivouncked where we ixteen hours 
nu the field 14 of which was under fire, and 

mm the previous day, 
y contemplate, hut not 
quite so bad to experience under such 
circumstances. On roll heing called we 
found that our regiment alone had lost 20 
killed and 98 wounded, two of whom have 
muccumbed to their wounds since. tis 
supposed that the division lost 278 in all, 
but I faney it must have been more, It 
was a brilliant vietory, old chap, but dearly 
hought. Personally, I could not tell you 
all that was done on that never-to-be-f 
wtten day. It would be utterly impossible 
for me to explain to you how 1 felt when 
we came into xction, the greater part of it 
isa blank, a sort of madness seems to over- 
power one and makes hin oblivious to all 
his surroundings when he sces so many of 
his comrades falling around him, 

More than once, Billy, L consider T havo 
had a providential escape, and T can only 
hope that we shall never be required 
through such a desperate engagementayain, 
# General Lord Methuen characte 
one of the most trying and desperate 
icounters in the annals of the British 
Army.” 

We are at rest for a week now, in order 
to repair the railway bridge which the 
enemy have blown up. ‘Then I suppose we 
shall move towards Kimberley, but ere 
reaching there T suppose wo shall havo 
another set-to at Spytfontein, T scarcely 
think this division will reach Protoria, as 
there is no railway in that direction, and 
as the Natal Force is much further up 
than we are, and have the advantage of 
rail all the way, it would take too long for 
us to march. However, we shall see. T 
sincerely trust the whole affair will be over 
ere this reaches you. Tdon't think this war 
will lust long’ we hope to be all home 
again by the end of March. God grunt 
that it nay be so. Must now close as [ 
have some work to do before dusk. les 
member me to your fulks when next you 
write, and with heartiest greetings and 
wishes for the coming year,

After the Belmont battle I walked over 
the entire field, and between what T saw 
and what wns told me by our officers and 
men whe had taken part in the assault, [ 
Tearned more about the Boers as fighting 
men than I had been able to gather all over 
the Cape Colony in the preceding four 
weeks. ; 

To begin with, the English reailer may 
picture a kopje or hill in this country as a 
bile of boulders—a stone heap. Tt may be 

hill or a small mountain—30ft. or 1,500ft. 
fn height, though in the bactle-fields where 
we have thus far fought the kopjes have 
not been above 600ft. or helow 160ft. 

"All have been hesps of loose boulders, 
and the practice of the enemy has heen to 
Tift and carry the smatler rocks about so as 
to build breastworks of them.

and leaping upon their horses or into their 
Cape carta and “spiders.” ‘They had done 
what damage they could to us, and, now 
that their own lives were endangered, they 
commanded their subordinates to remain, 
and sought their own safety. ‘This is ace 
cording to Boer principles—in keeping with 
the etiquette aul conventions of a people 
who kuow neither etiquette nor convention 
in war. It is not by guesswork that [ thus 
describe their methods, It is what our 
prisoners have told me. 

Te I could write stexdily for a week (and 
if thre were no such strict censorship as 
fotters me) I could not exhaust the list of 
peculiarities, eccentricities, anomalies, and 
novelties of this war waged against us by 
an undisciplined force of rebels who are 
suldiers by instinct,

and farmers or cattle raisers for livelihood. 
ot in all that week state a 
more astonishing fact than that at some 
of these hateles the hetter-class Boors hare 
come to: battle in their curriages like gen- 
tlemen driving tu the Dechy at home, and, 
having done their best, have retired in tho 
sane way, leaving their vassals to cover 
their retreat. 

More nuinerous than those who come in 
carriages to battle are those who send 
their best horses ahead and ride to battle 
on inferior anitnals. ‘They ‘knee-halter”” 
their best horses, turn out upon the veldt 
the poorer ones they hare ridden, and 
—when retreat is ordered—run down the 
kopjes and mount theie best steeds in 
order to be able to elude a cavalry chase, 
which has thus far been impossible, because 
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the horses of our few mounted men have 
cither had too much work earlier in the 
day or have heen overwhelmed by fire from 
unexpected quarters. 

T have heard that the uniforms in the 
Boer ranks are thoso of the Transvaal 
Attillery. But if this is true, and any 
are costumed militarily, I have not. yet 
seen then. All whom I have seen have 
been clad lik» the farmers and villagers we 
have met with all along onr line of march. 
‘Phey wear short conts, trousers of patterns 
that are often so loud that they almost 
cream, and narrow-brimmed soft hats of 
light-brown felt 

“The prisoners whom we expture seem to 
me a sullen, unprepossessing lot, 

WHO ASK No FAVOURS, 
and take kindness very callously, Most of 
them pretend to understand no Engli 
though I am assured that there are no Free 
Stare Boers who do not habitually speale 
English with the English and Dutch among 
themselves. 

With the far greater number of men wh» 
deliver themselves to us or deliberately put 
themselves in the way of eaptuce the case 
is different. 

‘They ato of English or partly British 
Vlood, hold their treads up, display bright 
oyes and frank faces, and say blunily that 
they have not believed in the war or taken 
part in it except under compulsion. Thry 
toll us that no nutico is given them ; that 
the commanders or field cornets ride up 
to their houses and order them to fall in 
and follow at once. Tho Ivgalised penalty 
for refusal is death. ‘To compare these 
men with the one whom we captured after 
hohad ensnared some of our men with 
false flag of truce would be like comparing 
cultivation with barbarism—a Londoner 
with a cave-dweller. This scoundrel wore 
stiff, bristling hir all around his face, 
whose features were those of a primitive 
man. 

In their kopjes at Belmont the ground 
twas litterod with cartridges, every one of 
which bore the mark of the leading London 
makers, This was true of everything else 
that was captured or left behind by these 
“Orange Free Staters;” everything of 
theirs bore English marks. It was not 
until we met with a Transvaal commando 
at the battle of Graspan (otherwise called 
Enslin and Royslangte) that we saw x 
drexch of this rule. 

LCHONS OF THE MODDER RIVER BATTLE. 


Under tho above heading, writing from 
Modder River on the 6th of December 
Julian Ralph depicts the scene «fter the 
battle, 

A common reliance of the Boer was 
upon gin, Einpty gin-bottles, bottles still 
containing gin, and one fall bottle of that 
liquor were to be sven stuck in the loose 
dirt of the trenches.

The island seems to have been where 
the sharp-shooters were placed—on the 
ground, behind trenches, and in the trees. 
We understand from the prisoners that 
these were always stationed in couples, 
and that the orders were that whenever 
‘one was killed or wounded his companion 
was to bury or carry him off the field. T 
have told in a previous letter and in iy 
dispatches how continually we have found 
the sand with fingers or boots protrudin: 
heaped ina trench, and elsewhere, 

When L searched the island yesterday 
I found profuse proofs of other burials 
beside these—of new dead not included in 
any estimate, Here I found grave-shaped 
mounds of such fresh appearance and sug-

lo! when we touched these they cai 
of the earth and were seen to ba tree-twiga 
and branches cut from trees and stuck in 





the mounds. At some distance back in 
the island we found « very large trench, of 
a size to hold twenty bodies. It emitted 
indubitable proof of its contents. As we 
understand the tueties of aur enemy, these 
graves are apt to be those of their humbler 
soldiers. We know that they carry of in 
carts and across their saddles the bodies of 












‘THE MORE IMPORTANT DEAD. 

This was done at this battle, A woman, 
whose cottage is in the rear of the field, 
north of the river, declares that all day 
long the wounded exme to her cottage upon 
each other's heels to have their wounds 
dressed, and, she says, the dead.in large 
numbers were carried upon planks placed 
upon the hacks of ponies northward to the 
Boer lines, First in the mind of the Boer 
je his dead and to lie 
about their number. It is from their own 
that they most desire to hide the trath. 
The prisoners we took all said that only 
eighteen had been killed, but the deserters 
said the loss of life was very great and that 
in the river alone 100 were sunk with 
weights. 

For my part, I shall not be surprised if 
we learn some day that in killed alone 
the Boers lost quite 300. 

It is wondertul how the formation of 
the country aids and perhaps inspires the 
Boer methods of warfare. You have heard 
how the burgher ames to battle with two 

‘a poor one to exrry him to the 
ht, and the best steed he has to be kept 
fresh until it is needed to carry him 
swiftly away. Usually wo have seen the 
Boers run down the far sides of the kopjes 
they have been defending, to find their best 
horses knee-haltered on’ the veldt, and to 
mount and ride thei away. 


















THE CLIMAX OF THE BOERS’ DESIRE 


to vacate the field was reached when a 
stalwart British cheer broke upon their 
ears by their side and in their rear. 

There should not be avy confusion as to 
what men raised the cheer and wore the 
first to ford tho river; but there fs. It is 
doe to the fact that men of several ambi- 
tious commands composed the first body of 
forders. 

‘To put history right, the credit of firat 
crossing the river belongs toa sinall pa 
of Coldstream Guardsmen who, early in 
the day, waded in to their waists and then 
swam, inden with all theie year and 160 
rounds of ammunition, ‘There were In 
tween twenty-four and forty men in thi 
body, and though many ws, two 
were neatly drowned and all saw it 'to he 
wise to return, The river was too deep, 
and when they reached the further shoro 
they sank in mud to their knees. 

This happened on tho extreme right of 
the line, where Lord Methuen made his 
first gallant attempt to cross. 

He tried again on the far left, aud it was 
there that, beyond any doubt of dispute, 
Colonel Barter, of the King’s Own York: 
shire Light Infantry, got actoss by a fairly 
good fording-place with a score or two 
dozen men, some of whom were his own, 
while others were men of the Argyll and 
Sutherlandshire and the North Lancashire 
Regiments. They crossed against some 
trenches and an angle of stone wall which 
were held by some 300 Boers. 

Just as they were crossing a battery of 
Royal Artillery rolled up in the rear of our 
men, and, before its men hud time to un- 
limber, all the Boers fled, jostling and even

down to get upon their horses. In time 
uur force across the river numbered #10, 
Jier-General Pole-Catew took 
command. Our own shells and our own 
ritle fire beat upon this little band, and it 
halted and cheered to disclose its’nation- 
alit

of which there are already too many untrue 
versions in print, 

















It is said that the Boers fight in deadly 
terror of our bayonets, which we have not 
yet had a chance to use upon them, and 
this increased their fever for flight. ‘They 
have also had « whelesome dread of our 
lyddite shells—ot which likewise, we have 
not yet made any use, but at this battle 
General Cronje, who watched the fight all 
supposed our naval yuns were fring 
» and said to his staff: ‘I've been 
watching that stuff all day, and I don't 
think much of it 

One word as to that phase of their 
warfare which must be touched upon, in 
justice, in every acconnt we correspond- 

ts write of it. With my own eyes, be- 
ing upon the scene, I saw the “ putt-putt” 
gun and the fire of the sharpshooters 
trained upon our ambulances three times, 
and upon our strotcher-bearers on in:

FIGHTING FOR THE EMPIRE: 
——es 


Under the above heading the Sydnoy 
Daily Telegraph of the 18th ultimo hasa long 
account with spirited illustrations of the 
departure for the seat of war of the second 
Australian contingout. ‘The spirit that 
animates our great southern colonies ix 
shown in the following opening paragraphs 
of the article :— 

Amid a demonstration without. parallel 
on this continent, the second contribution 
of New South Wiles to the troops Sighting 
the battle of the Empire away in South 
Africa left Sydney yesterday. 

It was « glorious day for the event, a 
day which enabled the strength of tho 
popular enthusiasin to be aroused, and 
inanifested in its earnest, its henrtiest, its 
most patriotic form. There never has been 
such x multitude in the public strocts. 
One exw look back through all tho great 
public demonstrations for years and find 
no equal to this, for the muss of people 
who witnessed it, for the magnificont order 
that was anaintained, for the perfection of 
the procession arrangements, f0# the depth 
and sincerity and spontaneity of the 
popular ferrour. 

For, indeed, there has been no exactly 
similar occasion. ‘Tho dispatch of the 
Soudan contingent was merely a display of 
the Imperialism of thy time ; the dispatch 
of the first contingent in this campaign was 
the natural anxivty to show sympathy with 
the Empire in its difficultios. But the 
dispatch of the contingent yesterday was 
the outward proof that Australia is prepar- 
ed, and is able, to take her share in the 
responsibilities of the Empire—that on 
the one side the assistance is needed, that 
on the other side assistance can be given. 

Even sines the war broke out, events 
have changed. It was not realised then 
that the war was a war for racial supremacy 
in a country in which the Empire's interests 
wero challenged and threatened with de- 
struction. But that all the subsidiary quos- 
tions have been overshadowed by a renlisa- 
tion that tho conflict. is one in which every 
man who acknowledgos allegiance to the 
British Government, and enjoys the freedom 
of British institutions, has a direct personal 
interest. ‘The is against him us 
Britisher. And whether he is an Australian 
or an Englishman, or a Canadian, whether 
he comes from Jamaica in the’ west, or 
Hongkong in the east, he isan object of the 
same racial yy the same blind un- 

snd detestation, 
at the foreigner takes ina 
British reverse—and whether it is defeat 
at the Cape or the successful bombardment 
of Sydney is only a difference of locslity— 
is that it is « reverse uot to England, but 
to the British people. And the demon- 
stration in the streets yesterday was the 
ingiog response of million and a quarter 
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of the race in one colony alone that, when 
the gage of battle is thrown down to part 
of the Empire, the whole of the Empire 
will take it up. ‘This was the spirit which 
animated the men who have gone to the 
front. It is the spirit which animated 
everyone in that vast crowd, which cheered 
or waved a handkerchief ‘as the troops 
passed to the point of embarkation, 

And what a crowd it was, to be sure. 
It was not noisy, or impatient, or aggros- 
It knew what to do. It took its 
place in the allotted spacos, on the side- 
walks, along the roadway, in the parks, 
around the Domain. Then it waited quiet- 
ly, and watched the troops, and cheered 
them, and recognised compatriots, and 
shook them by the hand, and shouted 
patriotic songs, and “God-bless-you'd” the 
nurses, and. stimulated them with the 

redictions of an early and safe return. 
From the Barracks ‘at Paddington to 
the ships in Woolloomooloo Bay thero 
was one solid inass of humanity. Every 
inch of space seemed occupied. The bal- 
conies, the roofs of houses, the seats and 
the trees in the parks, the wharves in the 
bay, the Darlinghurst heights, the slopes 
in the Domain tight to Mrs, Macquarie’s 
Chair, wore a mase of moving colour, From 
tho appearance of the Governor, in hi 
uniform of Colonel-in-Chief of the Austra- 
Jian Horso, and the members of the Minis- 
try, to the lust of the soldiers, the chovring 
was like & continuous stream of enthusiasin 
occupying the procession from the begin- 
ning to the close. 

And as the men embarked and the trans- 
ports drew away from the wharves the 
cheering was renewed, and was taken up 
by the living freight of the steamers that 
otted the harbour. It was a brilliant 
afternoon, with its soft sunshine and its 
beautiful breeze, and with the city alive 
with bunting and summer costumes, and 
the watur speckled with the flags and sails 
of a myriad craft, No troops bound for a 
battle field “ with the blare of bugle, the 
roll of cannon, and clash of arms” ever 
loft a city under happier or more encourag- 
ing auspices. 

Tt ix estimated that fully 300,000 took 
part in the demonstration.

I mot on the Boulevard the other after 
non one of the principal writors on one of 
the principal papers in Paris. If need be 
his name could be mentioned, and also the 
name of his paper. We are old friends, 
and we shook hands cordially.‘ Who is 
this Kriiger?” said he, ‘this extraordinary 
man, whose agent here, Leyds, is spending 
money like water—millions, my friend, 
millions, buying the Press up everywhere?” 
Thon my friend, who is in an admirable 
situation to know, told me the names of 
the different papers that had been pur- 
chased by Dr. Leyds, and I had no 
difficulty in believing what he said. The 
story was not new tome. ‘There was one 
morning paper in Paris which boxsts of its 
connection with a great London daily. Tt 
had heen hought, "That T had suspected 
before, And there was another paper 
which was on its last legs and was for sale 
to the highest bidder, and this, and that. 
All of which I had an inkling of already. 
‘Aud there was another, a Nationalist after- 
noon organ which for years past had lived 
on blackmailing certain foreign Legations. 
“Quel sabbat de sous!” said my friend, 
“and what a people the Boers must be, 
and-what a man Leyds must be, if, with 
the force of their gold they and he can 
purchase the opinion of Europe, direct it 
against England, and excite popular pas- 




















sions almost to the extent of causing a 
European war !” 

These remarks brought another story 
back tomy memory, When Li Hung-chang 
came to Paris he learnt that a portion of 
public opinion in Europe could be approach- 
ed upon certain definite terms. ‘It est 
avec le Ciel des accommodements. Lam will- 
ing to buy,” said the old statesman, 
fair price.” Then he went to work. 
‘Viennese papers were purchased by hi 
an old song. He made a bid for the Cologne 
Gazette, but was told that no millions could 
purchase that paper. La France was for 
sale, and in the absence of a purchaser could 
be hired out monthly. Li Hung-chany had 
a momentary idec of emverting it into the 
organ in Paris of the Cvlestial Empire. 
The game, however, was not worth the 
candle, Still he pursued his negotia! 
and at one time there was a danger 
75 per cent of the Press organs of Europe 
becoming the property of Li Hung- 
‘Then things quieted dows, China sank back 

1» her old indifference as to what the 
rid thought. 

‘The papers which were then for sale, 
however, aro still purchasable. Indeed, the 
attitude of some foreign papers would be 
incomprehensible perhaps ta anybody e 
cept Li Hung-chang. In Germany the 
isn curious contrast hetween tho Emperor's 
will and the opinions of a certain pro- 
portion of the papers. While the Emporor 
is endeavouring to carry out a common: 
sense policy of which the country stands 
eminently in neod, a large proportion of 
the Press seeks by every vile means at its 
disposal to plunge Europe into « bloody 
war, What is the answer to this riddle ? 
Only Li Hung-chang, the Chinaman, could 
solve the conundrum.

Gd. por ton, makers’ figures, however, 
being firm at some shillings over the Wa 
rant price Tho Manufactured Iron trade 
in the Midlands continues very active, 
buyers fiud some difficulty in getting do- 
livery of goods already contracted for ; they 
aro wishing to place further orders, but 
manufacturers aro somewhat indifferent, 
expecting higher prices.

following sketch of Johannes Brahms from 
a recent review in the Spectator :-— 
Professor Dietrich, who had gone to live 
in 1851 at Diisseldorf in order to be near 
Schumann, made the acquaintance af the 
“young exgle" from Hamburg soon after 
his xrrival on that, historic visit to the 
umanns—the visit tht led to the 
Neue Bahnen" article. He. gi 
engaging picture of Brahms’ 
modesty and high spirits, On an excur- 
xion to the Grafenberg he describes how 
Brahms, who was of the party, amused 
everybody by his amiable freshuess and 
innocence": ‘Paling turnips up from 
the fivlda and cleaning them carefully, 
ho playfully offered them to the Indios 
ac refreshment.” It was on the rane 
excursion that Brahms told Dietrich 
that ‘when composing he liked te think 
of the words of folk-songs, thes» seeming 
to Ruggent musical themes to hin mind.” 
ppearance was atriking—piercing blue 
eyes, long fair hair, a lofty brow, and 
features instinct with energy, honesty, and 
determination—hia physique remarkable 
(had ho ouly been ‘six inches tallor he 
would hare beon a veritable Olympian), 
he possessed the Napoleonic yift of 
commanding aleep at any hour, and his 
high spirits were accompanied hy the gift of 
perfect health, which never failed him 
ntil he had passed hin sixticth year. He 
hated letter-writing, just as he hated white 
shirts, tall hats, aud all the livery of con- 
yentionality, but his epistolary atyle wat 
torre and ‘expressive, ani uccasionally 
iMumined hy flathes of genuine feeling. 
Hin devotion to the Schumanns in tho 
time of their trouble was as sincere as it 
was delicate : throughout her life he regard. 
ed the widow of his master with feelings of 
filial affection, aud his reverence for he 
character found noble expression in bis 
remark to De. Widmann, given on p. 190: 
“When you have written something, ask 
yourself whether auch a woman as Madame 
Schumann could read it with pleasure. 
If you doubt that, then cross out what you 
hase stitten” Returning t» Professor 
Dietrich, we may note the pleasant insi 
he gives us into Brahms’ relations with 
hin parents, On the occasion of a visit to 
Hamburg in 1861 he writes 
“At breakfast I used to sit cvsily with 
his dear old mother, whose kindness of 








































































































heart was only equalled by her simple man- 
ners; her Johannes was always the inex- 
hinustible subject of out animated conver- 
sation. She told ue how, as a boy, he was 
passionately fond of tin soldiers, and could 
hardly bear to conse playing with them ; 
and that even now, at the age of twenty- 
eight years, he kept them lucked up in his 
desk. Later on, when he was showing me 
his library and’ also the contents of his 
desk, he p-inted out to me the different 
boxer of soldiers, suying he could not bring 
himself to part with such dear mementoes 
of childhood.” 

One enuld hardly wish fora more illumina- 
tive commentary on one of Brahms’ most 
hea iful xo setting of the touching 
words *O witsst’ ich doch den Weg zurdck, 
Den lieben Weg sum Kinderland.”

Jnspector Wilson said that the constable 
(853) had been tried before tho Captain- 
Superintendent, and found guilty of having 
arrested a man for no reason whatever, 
except that he had quarrelled with him 
some days previously. An independent 
witness was called who gave evidence, also 
to this effect, and the men were discharged. 
‘The dismissal of tho constable was recom- 
mended, and when this had taken place he 
was to be brought before the Court for 
trial,—On Friday (16th instant) before 
Mr. Cheng (deputy magistrate), and 
Mc, S, F. Mayors (British assessor), two 
shopmen were charged by Messrs. Mustard

toctive-Inspector Armstrong stated that the 
case was thoroughly understood by Dr. 
Barchet, and a remand was grauted until 
next Tuesday morning.—Two men wero 
charged with stealing flower pots from 17, 
Nanzing Road, 14, Whangpoo Road, and 11, 
Minghong Road. They were given 200 
blows each. A receiver of the stolen arti- 
cles was fined $5.—Dotective-Inspector 
‘Armstrong brought s map before the Court 
charged with being one of the band of row- 
dies at Pootung.

(From Messrs. Nodl, Murray & Co. Piece Goods Trade Reporl of 15th February.) 


PIHOH GOODS.—Business during the interval has not been at all general, notwithst nin ¢ th: undoubted das'ro thero is on the part 
of the dealers to buy. Many Importers, in fact the majority, have not the necessary curg y available in very geoat quantities, anl are 
therefore disposed to play » waiting game, under advice fcom home, while others are fecli rg tho market zraduslly, frey sellers boing 
quite the exception, ‘The ides of replacing ssles is looked upon as almost hopeless at present, ant the ten Ieney is to close the book an 
wait for further developments. Until the markets in the Country are properly opened, of course, it is impossible to estimate what 
consumers are prepared to pay, but some of the dealers are having a good guess at it, nnd are not ‘hesitating ia paying up for good 
they know will be wanted, many of which ate already at « level never before touched. It must not be overlooked that tho appreciation 
of the Copper Cash, and the splendid values the country people have been able to realise for their produce, have greatly increased thoir 

wurchasing power, aod, although the high prices may somewhat curtail the growth of consuinption, there is but little doubt they will 
Pe'able to take an average quantity nt the enhanced rates, Nu one believes that the home markets will co tigue to advauce, of even 
maintain their present level indefinitely, and it cannot therefore he safe to buy for delivery far ahead when this next Season's crops of 
Cotton may possibly be greatly in excess of requirements, the policy, consequent! be to rest for a while and let the largo 
supplies on order and afloat become absorbed, to do otherwise would be aver trading and shoatd he dise meayed.

‘The market for Yarns is decidedly quiet, Importers and Spinners being very firm, but buyers ace holding off iu th» hope of prices 
coming down.
